In accordance with the provisions of the Act 16 Victoria No. 26, I 
have the honor to submit, for the purpose of being laid before the Legislature, 
my Third Annual Report of the Births, Deaths and Marriages, registered in 
the Colony of Victoria during the year ending the 30th June, 1856. 


2. As the majority of the public are not likely to enter into a minute 
examination of the Tables which accompany this Report, it appears desirable 
that, for general information, a succinct review should be presented of the 
principal results which may be gathered from an inspection of their contents. 


3. The registrations effected during the year throughout the Colony,

4. On comparing these figures with my Second Annual Report, it pics, 
will be observed that there has been an increase of 2569 in the number of 
registered births during the past twelve months over that recorded in the 
previous year. The following comparison of the quarterly returns of each 
of the three years during which the present registration system has been in 
force in Victoria, will shew the steady and gradual increase which has taken 
place in our native born population, due allowance being, of course, made 
for the more earnest attention now paid to registration on the part of the 


parents.

5. Of these 12,779 births, 6485 were males, and 6294 females, being 
in the proportion of 103 males to every 100 females. This coincides with 
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the result obtained in the year 1854-5. The proportion ascertained in the 
previous year was 107 males to every 100 females, a result which shewed a 
higher proportion of males to females than exists in most of the European 


nations. 


6. There was only one case of ¢riplets reported during the period 
under review; but the number of ¢wins appears to have increased, 129 cases 
having been registered during the year 1855-6, against 93 in the previous 


year. 


7. The number of illegitimate children registered has increased to 
180, being 64 more than were recorded in the previous year. 


8. The following has been the proportion of the sexes in the case 
of triplets, twins, and illegitimate children registered during the past three 
years, Viz. :—

9. The marriages have also steadily increased. In the twelve 
months comprised between the Ist July, 1853, and the 30th June, 1854, 
there were 3342 marriages; in the corresponding period from 1854 to 1855 
there were 3798; and from 1855 to 1856 there were 4040. These marriages 
appear to have been very equally distributed over the several quarterly 
periods in each year, as may be seen by the following statement, viz. :—

10. The youngest male married had only attained the age of eighteen 
years, the eldest that of sixty-four; the youngest female married was but 
fourteen years of age, the eldest had attained the mature period of fifty-six. 
The number of widowers who re-entered the marriage state was 393, of 
widows 373. Upwards of 67 per cent of the total number of females 
married were under the age of twenty-five, and 66 per cent. of the males 
were married between the ages of twenty-one and thirty inclusive. 


11. Viewing the test of signatures to the marriage registers as an 
index to the state of education among the adults, so far as regards the ability 
to write, the result of the last year’s registration is not quite so favorable as 
on previous occasions, as it shews a comparative increase among the illiterate 
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males of about one and a half per cent., and of nearly two and a half per 
cent. among the females. The comparison between England and this Colony 
is, however, still to the advantage of the latter, for while in Victoria only 
13°5 per cent. of the males, and 30°5 per cent. of the females who were 
married in 1855-6 appear to have been unable to write, in the Mother Country 
the proportion of males so circumstanced in the year 1849, as cited in 
my last Report (sec. 10), was 31 per cent., and of females 46 per cent. 


12. The great influx of Chinese immigrants does not appear to have 
had much effect in respect to marriages, there having been but eight cases 
registered. The females in each case were women of European origin, six 
of them being Irish, the seventh born in Melbourne, and the eighth in New 
South Wales. Four were united according to the rites of the Church of 
England, two in the Roman Catholic Church, one by a Wesleyan Minister, 
and the other by a Presbyterian Minister. 


13. The establishment of public cemeteries in various parts of the 
Colony, and the augmentation in number of the deputy registrars, with their 
increased efficiency, arising from experience, have greatly diminished the 
probability that cases of mortality can, to any great extent, have escaped being 
registered. Notwithstanding, however, these increased facilities for securing 
a more complete registration, and the large increase of the population arising 
from births (12,779), as well as excess in the number of immigrants over 
that of the emigrants (20,755), I am happy to be able to record the gratifying 
fact, that, the deaths among both sexes during the year 1855-6 have been 
considerably below the number recorded in the preceding year. The fol- 
lowing is a comparative summary of the deaths registered throughout the 
Colony during the last three years, viz. :—

Of these 5760 deaths, 2668 took place among children under five years of 
age, of whom 1915 died within twelve months of their birth. 


14. In Melbourne and its suburbs, comprising the district included 
within a circle of a five miles radius, the result of a similar comparison 
between the returns of the present and past years will be found equally 
satisfactory, the number of deaths in each of the three years being thus 
distinguished, viz. :—

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dence, in a naturally beautiful climate; yet other ordinary influences must 
not be lost sight of in our search for the causes of this striking improvement 
in the sanitary condition of the people. The extension of social comfort, 
arising from the enlarged facilities of house accommodation, and the active. 
employment and general prosperity of the industrial classes, must have 
produced a marked effect upon the mortality. Full evidence of this 
prosperity is afforded by the Savings’ Banks returns, which shew such a 
large increase in the amount of deposits during the year; the amount at the 
commencement of the period, £173,090, having been gradually augmented 
to £245,923 by the 30th of June last. Nor in the consideration of this 
important subject should we neglect, the evident change for the better in 
the habits of a large portion of the colonists, replacing the wild, unsettled, 
and intemperate practices of past years. Due allowance also must be made 
for the success which has resulted from the exertions which the Melbourne, 
and other municipalities have so praiseworthily made for improving the 
sanitary condition of the places within their jurisdiction, as well as the 
judicious enforcement of the provisions of the “Health of Towns Act,” 
18 Victoria No. 13. Let us hope that as we are about to enter upon the 
commencement of summer, a season of the year which seems generally 
to be the most unfavorable to the public health, the authorities of the various 
municipalities, far from relaxing those exertions, will redouble their efforts 
towards the prevention or mitigation of the sources of zymotic disease,— 
a class which mainly arises from removable causes. 


16. The Tables which accompany this Report will shew that the 
intensity of mortality arising from zymotic, i.e. endemic, epidemic, and conta- 
gious diseases, in other words, those which are for the most part preventable 
diseases, has continued steadily decreasing year after year. In my first 
Annual Report, 1853-4, it was my painful duty to record that nearly 40 per 
cent. of the males, and nearly 45 per cent. of the females who died had perished 
from ailments of this class. My Second Report though presenting a some- 
what more favorable aspect, still shewed a proportion for the year 1854-5 of 
31°5 per cent. out of every one hundred males who died, and of females 
35°6 per cent. In the present year, 1855-6, however, we find only 23-7 per 
cent. of the males, and 25 per cent. of the females registered under this head. 
It would thus appear that in respect to a very large class of fatal diseases we 
are gradually approximating to the English standard. In England and 
Wales the deaths from zymotic diseases average a little more than 
20 per cent.; in Victoria, during the year under review, the average of both 
sexes has scarcely amounted to 24 per cent. 


17. The most active of the zymotic agencies in the destruction of 
human life, both in town and country, appears to have been dysen‘ery, as 
40 per cent. of the fatal cases, both in the metropolis and in the Colony 
generally, have been returned under that head. Typhus fever is the next - 
in the order of fatality, being 20-7 per cent. of the class in Melbourne and 
suburbs, and 35 per cent. beyond that district. Diarrhea ranks third on 
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the list, being 18-9 per cent. of the class in the Metropolitan district, and 
11-9 per cent. in the remaining districts. The deaths from hooping cough 
were 6°3 per cent. of the class in Melbourne and its suburbs, and one per cent. 
in the rest of the Colony. The remainder consists of a number of minor 
affections given in detail in the accompanying Tables. 


18. Of “sporadic diseases” the deaths from those of “uncertain or 
variable seat,” form about 15 per cent. of the class. Out of 859 cases 
registered, 593 occurred among children under 5 years of age. The cause 
assigned in three-fourths of these cases was either atrophy or debility, and a 
similar result has thus been observed during three successive years. 


19. The deaths from ‘diseases of the nervous system” amount to 
upwards of 15 per cent. of the whole mortality in the Colony of both sexes, 
and of all ages. There were 907 cases, more than half of which occurred 
among children under the age of one year, four-tenths of these having been 
carried off by convulsions. Fourteen cases of death from deliriwm tremens 
are returned in the Metropolitan district, and 22 in the remainder of the 
Colony; but in respect to intemperance, the list of its victims might be 
greatly swelled by the addition of many of the cases tabulated under the 
head of “ external causes,’ which includes instances of violent death. 


20. There is a slight increase in the per centage of deaths under the 
head of “diseases of the respiratory organs,” i proportion to the general 
total of deaths throughout the Colony. But as regards Melbourne and its 
suburbs there is a close approximation in the number of cases which have 
proved fatal in each of the two last years; the number in 1854-5 having 
been 484; and in 1855-6, 481; more than three-fourths of the deaths, both 
in town and country, were among the adult population. Of phthisis, 
461 cases occurred in the whole Colony: this disease, together with 
pneumonia, having thus, in each of the last two years, constituted about 
81 per cent. of the deaths under this class; and, with bronchitis, the three 
will be found to embrace nine-tenths of the whole class. 


21. In the class, “diseases of the circulatory organs,” deaths from 
“disease of the heart’ are apparently on the increase, 58 cases having 
occurred in the Metropolitan district, and 89 in the rest of the Colony, 
making a total of 147 cases. In the preceding year, there were 48 cases in 
the Metropolitan, and 63 in the other districts; total 111. This disease 
would seem to be more fatal to males than to females in the proportion pg Aaa ae 
of nearly two to one. ime 

22. The mortality from “diseases of the digestive organs” was 
nearly ten per cent. of the whole. More than half of the cases occurred 
among children under five years of age. The deaths arising from diseases 
of the digestive organs amounted in the Metropolitan district to 279, of 
which 42°3 per cent. died of teething, 22°5 per cent. of hepatitis, and 7°5 per 
cent. of enteritis. In the other districts there were 294 cases, of which 
25°8 per cent. only were recorded as having occurred from feething, 
14-6 per cent. from /epatitis, while from enteritis there were 23°8 per cent. 
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23. Only twenty cases of death from “diseases of the urinary 
organs” ave recorded, 16 of which were in the Metropolitan and 4 in the 
other districts. Of “diseases of the generative organs” there were 58 cases, 
being all cases of death from childbirth. Twenty-one of these were 
registered in the Metropolitan district, and 37 in the other districts. In the 
preceding year there were 32 cases in the Metropolitan, and 36 in the other 
districts. Thirty-seven cases of death from “diseases of the locomotive 
organs” occurred, chiefly from rheumatism; 14 cases from “diseases of the 
integumentary system;” and 47 from “old age,” of which 32 were males 
and 15 females. The oldest female is registered as over 85 years of age, the 


oldest male as upwards of 95. 


24. The deaths from “external causes” have largely increased, 
there having been 714 cases during the last year, while there were but 618 
in the year previous. They have chiefly occurred among males, of whom 
589 have thus died, while there were only 125 among the females. Of the 
total number, 203 took place in the Metropolitan district, and in the country 
beyond it 511. 


25. The vagueness of expression which is too often employed in 
recording the cause of death renders it extremely difficult to classify the 
mortality with proper accuracy. I have, in a previous Report, 1854-5, urged 
upon coroners and medical practitioners the necessity of paying more 
attention to the giving of such particulars in every instance to the Deputy 
Registrars as would convey a just idea of the precise nature of the cause of 
death. I thankfully acknowledge that in many quarters my appeal has been 
responded to, but there is still much room for improvement. In order to 
further this highly important object, the Chief Medical Officer has recently 
republished in a small pamphlet, for distribution amongst such legally 
qualified Medical practitioners as may apply for it, the Statistical Nosological 
Table of Diseases recommended by the Presidents of the Royal Colleges of 
Physicians and Surgeons in the year 1837, and published in the Fourth 
Annual Report of the Registrar General of England. I would again 
urgently invite the attention of the Profession to the necessity of lending 
their aid to this department by the general adoption of this uniform system 
of certifying the causes of death, both primary and secondary, and thus 
contributing towards the formation of an authentic body of medical statistics. 


26. In the Act 16 Victoria No. 26, provision was made for the 
registration of births and deaths occurring on board of vessels on the voyage 
to this Colony; but in my previous Reports I have abstained from referring 
to the Marine Deaths in consequence of the small number which had been 
registered: the force of that objection, however, is now sufficiently weakened 
to admit of some useful comparisons being made. 


27. The nature of the information obtained from the captains of the 
vessels arriving at any of the ports in Victoria will be seen on reference to 
the forms of Marine Register A. and B. in the appendix to this Report. 
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~ It will be observed on inspecting the accompanying Tables that during the 
first period of eighteen months, viz., from 1st July, 1853, to 31st December, 
1854, there were 504 deaths registered as having occurred at sea: during the 
second period of eighteen months from 1st January, 1855, to 30th June, 1856, 
there were 427 cases recorded, making for the whole period of three years a 
total of 931 deaths at sea from all causes. 


28. Of the first number (504) 31 per cent. died of zymotic diseases, the 
same rate of per centage with regard to that class that was observed among 
the males on shore during the latter portion of the year 1854: but the mortality pesistrar General's 
arising from the same class in relation to other causes appears to have since Pe ya ae 
increased, as in the second period to the 30th June, 1856, it will be seen that 
nearly 36 per ceut. have died from zymotic diseases. Violent deaths shew 
the next largest proportionate increase, having been but 10 per cent. of the 
whole deaths during the first period, while in the second eighteen months 
they amounted to nearly 14 per cent. This is a larger proportion than has 
been observed among the deaths on land in any one of the three years which 
have elapsed since the establishment of the New Registration system. As 
might be expected, cases of this class have occurred mostly among the adults. 

29. In my Second Report I took occasion to advert to an epidemic Registrar jonas 
among the Chinese who landed in the month of September, 1854: 50 fatal 19. a 
cases having occurred, and sea scurvy being the cause assigned. Those 
deaths having taken place on shore were necessarily included in the City 
returns, but the cases to which I must now refer having been registered on 
board ship, properly appear among the returns of Marine Deaths. The 
Ocean Monarch sailed from Plymouth, on 27th November, 1855, and having 
put into Rio Janeiro dismasted, was detained there from the 17th January to 
the 6th April. A week previous to her departure from that port cholera 
broke out and proved fatal to six of the passengers before she sailed. On 
arrival at the Port Phillip Heads on the 3rd of June, the ship was detained 
in quarantine for thirty days, and the following is the melancholy bill of 
mortality for the whole voyage, viz.:—Asiatic cholera 18, fever 6, atrophy 5, 
drowned 2, phthisis 1, diarrhea 1, and measles 1, in all 34 deaths. 


30. Little change of any moment has taken place in the administrative 
arrangements of this department beyond subdividing certain districts which 
had grown too populous for the superintendence of a single Deputy 
Registrar; endeavouring to keep pace with the migrations among the mining 
population; and the publication of a series of weekly returns of the births 
and deaths in the Metropolitan district. The indexes in this office, although 
somewhat in arrear, owing to the insufficiency of hands employed, already 
contain upwards of 70,000 names of individuals registered among the births, 
deaths and marriages, which have taken place since the establishment of the 
present registration system. These valuable records, however, are. stil] 
exposed to great risk in consequence of the want of a proper place of security 
for their custody.

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31. With a view to keeping the public in full possession of the 
progressive increase in the numbers of the inhabitants, I propose to publish 
periodical reports of the births and deaths in each quarter, commencing from 
the Ist July, 1856, with quarterly statements of the amount of immigration 
andemigration. These returns, collated with the results to be obtained in the 
approaching census, will present four times in each year, the most authentic 
statement of the actual population of the Colony which it seems possible to 
obtain through the agency of a registration department, and will I trust 
meet with due approval. 


32. The “Annual Statistics of the Colony,” and especially those 
connected with agriculture and live stock, will form the subject of a distinct 
report, as will also the results obtained under the regulations framed under 
the Act 18 Victoria No. 4, for carrying out its provisions for “Compulsory 
Vaccination.” 


33. The registration of ‘ Patents,’ the custody of the plans and 
specifications of inventors, and the attention necessary towards affording 
the public every facility for reference and inspection, although involving no 
inconsiderable sacrifice of time, have not, however, attained to such a 
magnitude as to require any particular comment; this is owing, not to any 
deficiency of skill, or inventive talent amongst the people, but to the 
obstruction presented by the enormous fees which the late Legislature saw 
fit to impose upon the issue of Letters Patent. 


34. I desire, in concluding this Report, to record my high sense of 
the cordial assistance which I have received in the administration of this 
department from my able coadjutor Mr. W. H. Archer, Assistant Registrar 
General, and the other gentlemen employed in this office; their zeal and 
anxiety to perform their duties in a manner both beneficial and convenient 
to the public have been beyond all praise.
